Acnla 
Adams, 35-year-old 
negro 


woman and mother of three children, 
wns beaten, kicked and stomped to 
death at her home two miles north 
of Washington about 9 o'clock Wed- 
nesday night, according to Dr. J. H. 
Weaver, coroner, and Deputy Sheriff 
Reginald Beardcn. 


Wayne Williams, negro, about 35, 


was held in Ihe Washington jail Thurs- 
day charged with the murder. Officers 
described the case as one of the most 
brutal they had investigated in some 
time. 


The dead negro woman lived alone 


with her three children, a son, 15, and 
two small daughters. The husband of 
the negro woman died several months 
i<go. 


Tell of Attack 


Coroner Weaver said 
the 
three 


negro children 
leslificd 
that Wil- 


liam;; came to their home about !) 
o'clock Wednesday night, abused and 
slugged the mand later attacked their 
mother, kicking ami heating her. 


They said Williams then dragged her 


to the front porch and stomped her. 
Coroner Weaver said examination of 
the body showed she had been sever- 
ely beaten and that death resulted 
from u broken neck. 


The coroner reported that hc re- 


ceived a telephone message from the 
negro Williams about 9 o'clock Wed- 
nesday night, .saying that the Adams 
woman had suffered a heart attack 
tend had died. 


A few minutes later Weaver received 


a call from Deputy Sheriff Reginald 
Beardcn, and then the two officers 
letf for the .scene. They reported they 
found tho negro woman lying on the 
front porch—dead. 


Officers said they questioned the 


negro children who told of the at- 
tack by Williams on themselves and 
also 
that 
Williams allacked 
their 


mother and heal her lo death. 


Williams Denies Attack 


Officers said Williams denied the 


attack, contending that the Adams 
woman suffered an heart attack' and 
had fallen on the front porch. 


Williams was arrested at the scene 


mid carried to Washington where he 
was placed in the county jail. The 
negro woman's body was brought lo 
Hope.

) But it is the most important thing 
to understand now. And the reasons 
can be made fairly clear. Here they 
(ire. 
First, when a man comes into 


possession of money from any source, 
ho is the master of Hint money. He 
can decide what hc will do with it. 
He may decide to spend it or to save 
it. If he decides to spend it hc hands 
it promptly enough to someone else 
and that person hands it on lo an- 
other. 


And us long as the fellow who re- 


ceives it decides to spend it, it cir- 
culates, makes business, makes in- 
come. But if thus man who receives 
income—money—decides not to spend 
it but to save it, then ap entirely dif- 
ferent economic consequence ensues. 


Industry Starts Front Savings 


When a man saves money he docs 


nol necessarily hoard it, put it in a tin 
box. He more probably decides to in- 
vest it. That is, he decides to put it 
into some industry or enterprise, lo 
open a store, start a business, build 
a house, lend it to a builder, buy a 
newly issued share in some corpora- 
lion, buy a new bond. All these would 
be ways of investing. 


When a man invests that way it rc- 


sulLs in spending. The builder buys j 
materials, Ihe corporation buys ma- 
chinery, etc. Bui you will scc at a 
glance that the kind of goods a man 
spends money on when he is spend- 
ing his income is very different from 
the kind he spends it on when hc is 
investing. 


In one case he buys clothes, food, 


theater tickets, radios, luxuries, etc. 
—tilings which he consumes himself. In 
th eother case hc buys materials which 
arc used in the manufacture of other 
materials. 
which arc used in the manufacture of 
other materials. 


Now it is clear thai when a man who 


is saving money refuses to invest it. 
these kinds of materials—machinery, 
iron, lumber, cement, etc., which go 
into investment goods—cease to he 
produced. The failure of these types 
of industry result from the failure to 
invest. 


Effective Dollars Move Fast 


As long as a dollar paid to a man 


as income is spent by him it moves 
and fnay go on moving through many 
hands, But the moment someone in 
the chain decides to save that dollar 
and puts it aside as such, ils spend- 
ing days are over. They arc over 
until he decides to invest the dollar. 


The dollar flows back into the stream 


of spending. The only device in the 
capitalist system for returning saved 
dollars lo activity is through invest- 
ment. 
If investment ceases, dollars 


pile up in inactive. flne*grcalj invest- 
ment industries lag and in\ turn the 
consumer industries lag. And we have 
a depression. 


There is more to it than this, how- 


over. Very often, a man invests mon- 
ey hc l%s not go. He' borrows money 
from a bank to invest,slf he docs, this 
is even more potent thuri investing his 
own funds, as'a bank loan has the ef- 
fect of creating new money.' v

It is usless for America to try to let the people of Germany and Italy know 


hqw the actions of their government are regarded on this side of the Atlan- 
tic, because those people aren't allowed to get any news that the men on 
top don't want them to get. 


Nor would it make very much difference if that news did eet to them, be- 


cause they don't have anything to say about governmental policies anyway. 
So all the American goverment can do is make its protests to the head men 
in Berlin and Rome and hope that some day a change will be made. 


And in this job a good deal of efficient help is being provided by Hollywood— 


of all-places. 


Hollywood does it deftly, quietly, end where it hurts. 
A little more than a year ago Vittorio Mussolini, son of IIDuce, went to 


Hollywood with some gran dplans. Ho was going to make u thorough study 
of American film methods, so :is to improve Italian film production on his re- 
turn. He was going to negotiate with an American film magnate to'produce 
films df Italian grand opera. He was going to do divers big things and mdkc 
a profound impression on the whole movie colony. 


But the whole business quickly turned out to be a flop. The movie colony 


presented the presence of II Duce's son and 'was pretty blunt in letting him 
know baout it. After a series of snubs, climaxed by appearance in a trade 
paper of full-page ad attacking him. Vittorio shook the dust of California 
from his shoes nnd departed for the homeland, unwept. 
'•; 


Ttow another drama of the same sort has been enacted, this tirrte •with Leni 


Riefenstahl in the leading role. 


This German actrass seems to be a talented and pleasing young woman, 


but she came here—unfortunately—tracle-msrked as 'Hitler's girl friend. So 
Hollywood warmed up to her no more than it did to Vittorio. Most of the 
studios-refused to let her in. A night club refused to sell reservations to her. 
The chill -was put on in a big way, and her visit turned out to be quite as 
unhappy an affair as did Mussolini's. 


All of this is considerably less than important ,except for one thing. 
It happens to be about as direct and effective a way as can be imagined to 


let the two-great dictators know just how their policies are regarded in Amer- 
ica.

Caution in Handling Rabbits Will Prevent Tularemia. 


Now is the'time when hunters pick 


up tularmeia while dressing rabbits 


the 7neat of cattle, sheep and 'hogs in 


for-eating purposes. Cases nre begin- 
ning to appear In most of the mkhvest- 
ern states. In practically every case 
it is .found that the patient was ex- 
posed to infection .while dressing a 
rabbit with his bure hands. 


The germ that causes tulnrcmia oc- 


curs primarily in rabbits nnd ground 
squirrels that are sick with this dis- 
ease . 
Deer flies and wood ticks 


which have fed on the blood of in- v«" 
fected rabbits sometimes bite human 
beings and spread the Infection in this 
manner. 
Obviously the best method 


of prelection against tularmia is to 
avoid the bites of deer- flies and wood 
ticks and to cover the hands with glove 
so that any injury to (he skin will 
not prove to be a place in which the 
tularemia germ nuiy enter the body. 


It has been suggested that hunters 


might very well avoid tularmia by eat- 
ing only those rabbits which are cap- 
able of running when pursued. 
It 


is usually a sick rabbit that has the 
disease—the kind of rabbit that can 
be knocked over with a -stick. 


When tularemia appears on the body 


there is usually nn ulcer at the point 
where the germs entered through the 
skin. Thus ulcer nporas a few days 
lifter the rabbits have been dressed. 
Hhe patient then develops aching of 
the muscles and joints, weakness, 
chills and fever—the condition lasting 
for several weeks. 


Some cases of tularemia have been 


reported in which the infection enter- 
ed through the eye'because'the person 
Who was dressing the rabbits stopped 
to-'rub his eye with the bare hand 
during the dressing process. 


The rubber glove is one of the most 


useful pieces of apparatus over in- 
vented for the prevention of disease. 
TWany diseases occur by the process 
which is known as the had-to-mouth 
infection. If the hands are kept th- 
rougly washed and if they are protect- 
ed witth rubber gloves at any time 
when they may come in contact with 
infections material, much unnecess- 
ary diseases can be avoided.

ansas Counties 


TEXARKANA—The Southwest Ar- 


kansas Electric Co-operative corpora- 
tion of Texarkana, Ark., Wednesday 
was allotted 5267,000 for another rural 
electric power line project. 


This project will be for 228 miles and 


will serve 989 members in Polk, Se- 
vier, Howard, Hempstend, Miller and 
Lafayette counties in Arkansas. 


In addition, there was a provision 


for a portion of this allotment to be 
used for an extension of the Miller 
county power 
into 
Bowie county, 


Texas. This line is 170 miles long, serv- 
ing 300 customers, and radiates from 
Texarkana. 


Construction work on these proj- 


ects will be started immediately. Jack 
Davis, co-ordinator for the corpora- 
tion said. W. E. Williams of Garland 
is president. 


In addition, the local organization 


now is preparing to map out plans for 
two more lines and two additional ex- 
tensions. 


One of the new lines planned is to 


go into western Hempstead county, 
Nevada county, Columbia county and 
the portion of Lafayette county that 
will not be touched by another line, 
Davis said. This will be 110 miles long. 


The other line, to be 125 miles long, 


will serve Ouachita county. • 


An extension from the line author- 


ized Wednesday will be mapped em- 
bracing 50 miles in Pike and northern 
Hempstead counties. 


There will be an extension planned 


for six miles from Mandeville to 
Sanderson lane. 


These power lines cost approximate- 


ly $1000 a mile, Davis said.
